Flying in brilliant sunshine 


with perfect visibility Flight 
521 climbed northwest to 
27,000 feet over _Ottawa. 
Cruising at 550 miles an hour 
the aircraft passed over 
Peterborough, Ont., and be- 
gan its slow descent toward 
Toronto where another 100 
passengers were waiting to 
board, 

The time was 8:05 a.m. It 
had been a textbook flight 
and ty and the huge 
jet was cleared for touchdown 
five minutes ahead of sched- 
ule 

Then disaster struck. As 
Flight 621 touched the ground, 
for reasons still unknown, an 
engine broke away. The jet 
roared into the air. again, 
‘heading northeast. Flight 621 
had three minutes to live, 

The ground controller guid- 
ing the . touchdown called 
urgently: ‘He's lost an engine 
... He’s lost another ... he's 
going down... .” 

In a farmer's. field seven 
miles from the airport the DC- 
8 lay scattered. in thousands 
of pieces. The wreckage 
hissed and steamed gently. 
There were no cries, no 
screams. 

The 99 passengers, the nine 
crew aboard the “connoisseur 
flight’ were dead.

TORONTO (CP) — Investigators today began 
a painstaking reconstruction of the last minutes of 
~Air Canada Flight 621 in an effort to determine the 
cause of Sunday’s crash which killed all 108 persons 


aboard. 


The Super DC-8 jet crashed only 75 feet from a 
farmhouse 334 miles north. of Toronto International 
‘Airport ‘after it touched the runway briefly and took 
off again when an engine dropped off. 


It was to have made a brief stopover on a flight 
to Los Angeles from Montreal. 


Canada’s Second-Worst 


The victims of the second 
worst air disaster in Canada's 
history included 75 paying 
passengers, most of them 
from. Quebec and California, 


two infants, 22 Air Canada 
employees and a crew of 
nine. 


“Everything was silent ex- 
cept for a hissing sound 
coming out of the hole,’ said 
farmer’ Sytze Burgsma, the 
first witness on the scene 
after the four-engine plane 
crashed in his vegetable patch 
at 8:10 a.m. 

“There was no screams or 
anything like that.”

Belfast Looting Charges

BELFAST, Northern Ire- 
land —- The . British Army 
today set up a special office 
to investigate charges of 
looting and brutality against 
British troops during weekend 
rioting.in the Roman Catholic 
area of Belfast where three 
persons were killed. 

In London, Lord - Balniel, 
minister of state ‘in the 
defense ministry, told Par- 
liament. the government 
would investigate reports of 
looting by British troéps if 
specific charges were mrede. 
He put the death toll at three 
civilians killed and said 57 
civilians and 15 soldiers were 
wounded.

Road area during the army's 
search for Catholic weapons. 

The area was quiet today 
but a Catholic member of the 
Ulster Parliament predicted 
all-out war with Protestants 
this summer. 


In Dublin, meanwhile, total 
disarmament of civilians’ in 
Northern Ireland and protec- 
tion for the Roman Catholic 
minority has been demanded 
by .the. government .of the 
Republic of Ireland.

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The Irish Act Their Rage 


T= TRAGEDY OF NORTHERN 
/ Treland, and of Belfast in par- 
ticular, is one that shocks the world. 
While the basic problem is rooted in 
the injustice of a Protestant 
majority which .. traditionally _has 
deprived the Catholic minority of 
political and economic rights, the 
struggle is so heavily overlaid with 
religious prejudice and historic 
hatreds that the savagery of the 


fighting far exceeds the—usual- 
‘passions__of internecine _ political 
warfare. 


When to this sorry confrontation 
is added the neutral factor of 
English troops sent in to try to 
separate the combatants and restore 
peace, the confusion becomes com~- 
plete. A’further tragedy is that, the 
Trish temperament being what it is, 
every killed and-wounded citizen 
will be remembered and established 
as a legitimate cause for future 
fighting. Each incident becomes the 
seed of further violence, each 
injured participant a martyr whose 
honor demands future retaliation. 

The recent legislation which set 
out reforms in the economic and 
voting rights of Catholics in North- 
ern Ireland has not been properly 
implemented. There is still a great 
grievance among the minority popu- 
lation. But the Protestant fear of 
Catholic strength at the polls and a 
possible move some day to unite 
Ulster with the Catholic republic to 
the south is a live one and enough to 
send crowds into the streets at the 
first threat of danger to the status 
quo. The rabid fulminations of the 
Rev. Ian Paisley add further gaso- 
line to the fire, This very able 


a 


speaker and reckless demogogue 
has much to answer for in the toll 
of death, injury and damage that 
has been augmented’ by his fiery 
denunciations and inculcation of 
fears. 

With hysteria and ingrained 
hatreds holding so prominent a 
place in the background of North- 
ern Ireland’s sad drama, the “un- 
fortunate truth is that there is little 
prospect of peace iri the near future, 
or perhaps even in the distant. The 
new generation’is being graphically 
taught to inherit the mistakes of the 
old, and a permanent separation of 
the combatants, imposed by out- 
siders, seems to promise the only 
relief. © 

In such a situation, leadership 
could be the key to a solution. But 
political leadership in Northern 
Ireland is so often won on the basis 
of appeal to prejudices and fears, 
that voices of moderation and logic 
are’ not easily heard. True 
demiocracy has little hope of success 
in such an environment- It may be 
the fate of the Northern Irish to 
dose some of their freedom in order 
to save it. , 

As Prime Minister Heath said on 
Saturday: “In the end it.is for the 
people of Ulster to decide whether 
they want to listen to the voices of 
ancient fears-and the old-established 
hatreds, whether they want to listen 
to these who preach violence and 
destruction ... or whether they 
will have the will to live together 
and work together with hope and 
peace.” That is the choice, but 
history gives a pessimistic under 
tone to the answer. 


A Gloomy Economic Prediction 


CONOMISTS HAVE BECOME 
the post-industrial soothsayers 

in the intricate complex that forms 
the world of economics.. In-a re- 
cently completed study , Canadian- 
born economist Harry Johnson 
speculates that Britain’s entry into 
the Common Market would result in 
more United States investment. in 
Europe at the expense of Canada, 
which would then be forced into free 
trade with the United States to at- 


" tract capital. 


aa 


Professor Johnson also feels that 
British Common Market member- 
ship will cause Canada and the 
United States to suffer sharp losses 
in their agritultural export mar- 
kets. And with Britain integrated 
with Europe, Canada “would prob- 
ably, terminate Commonwealth 
preferences.” While Professor John- 
son is an internationally famous 
economist and has written exten- 
sively. on ‘Canadian economic 
matters, he may have neglected non- 
economic factors and some new gov- 


Many Canadians are- reaching 
the point where they feel that more 
large-scale United States. investment 
in Canada will further erode our 


national sovereignty. If Britain does 
enter ‘the Common. Market the 
United States may set up more 
manufacturing operations in Europe 
to escape Common Market tariff 
walls. But Canada’s store of natural 
resources almost ensures that the 
United States will continue to knock 
on Canadian investment doors. 


Professor Johnson is: probably 
right that our agricultural export 
market to Europe would suffer if 
the Six merged Britain into their 
agricultural operations. But ~the 
Asian market, with great potential, 
is. slowly opening up, and the 
Trudeau government is working to 
develop it. As “to terminating 
Commonwealth preferences, it is 
difficult to see why Canada, seeking 
a greater share of world trade, 
would- terminate preferences with 
such Commonwealth nations as 
New Zealand, Australia and 
Malayasia. 


Prime Minister Trudeau’s recent 


shows that the present government, 
at least, is not going to be forced 
into any economic corners like those 
envisioned by Professor Johnson.

Secretary Sir Alec Douglas-Home 
has announced that the Heath 
government: will honor the agree- 
ment. News reports that Sir 
Douglas-Home’s ‘South African 
counterpart flew. to London the day 
after the British election makes any 
resumption of arms sales to South 
Africa look pre-ordained. On Tues- 
day the South African. foreign 


minister met with Sir Douglas- 
Home to discuss the arms issue and 
other aspects of relations between 
the two countries. 

Given the Heath government’s 
position and the swift flight of the 
South African minister to London, 
it appears that the Conservatives, in 
the event of victory, had no 
intention of currying favor among 
the black African nations — a 
reversal of the Wilson government’s 
policy. This new initiative on the 
part. of the British government 
could also have _ repercussions 
among» Commonwealth members 
and reduce. Britain’s moral force in 
the United” Nations, which has 
condemned South African policies. 
At any rate, talk of selling arms to 
South Africa is an ~ inauspicious 
beginning for Britain’s new foreign 
policy.

FROM OTTAWA 


N its face the latest report of the 
public accounts committee, which 
submits recommendations to Parliament 
for a new Auditor-General of Canada 
Act, is a face-saving compromise. The 
intent, pr es umably, 
is to concede enough 
satisfaction to doth 
sides in the recent 
controversy to pre- 
serve the committee 
as a workable instru- 
ment. Shortly: after 
publication of the 
1969 report, several 
ministers, notably 
Mr. Drury and Mr. 
Macdonald, offered a 
number of controversial observations 
which were widely interpreted as serious 
criticisms of the auditor-general. As 
reinterpreted, following some angry 
exchanges in Parliament, they were not 
— in the ministerial explanation — 
directed to Mr. Henderson; were in no 
sense intended as threats and indeed had 
“to do only with potential dangers. 

Nevertheless, they created a good 
deal of bitterness in the committee 
which had to consider a number of 
politically-sensitive matters such as duty 
rebates to the automobile manufacturers 
* and unproductive expenditures on the 
Bonaventure. 

Some of the recommendations in the 
fifth report are excellent, some dubious. 
The question is: Does this feat of 

litical balancing in fact serve the 
public interest?

Recommendations 


The committee favors a separate act, 
endorses the present méthod of appoint- 
ing the auditor-general, advocates no 
change in his tenure of office and finds 
the delineation of his duties in present 
legislation satisfactory. It would not alter 
his present obligation to report to 
Parliament. It would make his salary 
commensurate .with that of a federal 
court judge and (an important point) 
require the government to move refer- 
ence of his ‘report to the public accounts 
committee immediately on tabling in the 
House. 

All this is excellent. But there are 
serious omissions. Nothing in the report 
would assist the auditor-general in the 
problem of staffing to which he has 
repeatedly called attention. (Despite the 
vast expansion of government over the 
past decade, Mr. Henderson has been 
unable to sécure even half the staff 
required in the Australian federation). In 
fact. the present situation would, in some 


became the basis of legislation. 

Thus’ the committee recommends 
“that the staff of the auditor-general’s 
office remain under the Public Service 
Act with the instrument of delegation of 
authority.” Also, ‘the auditor should 
continue to have his estimates reviewed 
by. the treasury board in the same 
manner ‘as alt other departments and 
agencies. But it has been the burden of 
testimony before the committee that, 
even when the estimates permitted 
increases, the public service commission 
has been unable to obtain personnel with 
the qualifications required; it has been 
notably unsuccessful in recruiting within 
the universities. 


Not Helpful ~~ 


At best, therefore, these proposals 


can scarcely be described as either 


sympathetic or helpful. 

But other recommendations, despite a 
certain appearance of innocence, might 
serve in fact t 
auditor-general. H® duties, as now spelt 
out, are satisfactory but the comimittee 

. in. rather subtle ways, t6 
change them. ‘ 

Mr. Henderson is now required by 
Section 70 of the Financial Administra- 
tion Act to inchide in his report “any 
other case that the auditor-genera] 
considers should be-brought to the notice 
of the House of-Commons."’

Fashioning a ‘Muzzle for the Watchdog?

The auditor-general reports; the com- 
mittee on public accounts investigates 
but is able, in practice, to take up only a 
selection of the doubtful practices 
reported.

Mr. Drury was much con- 
cerned some time ago over “a danger 
that Parliament directly or through one 
of its committees should instruct the 
auditor-general to undertake the role in 
which he would be cast,’ either by the 
public or by others as critic of govern- 
ment policy and consequently the govern- 
ment.” : 

The horror of it. But see what is now 
proposed. 

The auditor-general shall, whenever 
the governor-in-council or the treasury 
board directs, inquire into and report on 
any matter relating to the financial 
affairs of Canada or to public property 
and on any person or organization that 
has received financial aid from_ the 
government of Canada or in respect of 
which financial aid from the Government 
of Canada is sought, or undertake any 
other duty as directed by the president 
of the treasury board. 

Certainly that should keep him busy; 
too busy perhaps, with his present staff, 
to do his job for Parliament. On whose 
instruction is he to do this? Not the 
instruction of Parliament or of one of its 
committees, which — in Mr Drury’s 
view — would be deplorable. But on the 
“direction” of the government or simply 
of Mr. Drury. 


No Case but Change 


Despite a certain amount of camou- 
flage, these changes are important. What 
is the case for them? Mr. Drury has had 
more to say than anyone else about the 
auditor-general. But he has not shown 
that the office has been abuse@; that 
the auditor-general has gone beyond his 
proper powers; or (as the president of 
the treasury board conceded in Parlia- 
ment) that there has. been any invasion 
of the policy field. So there is no case 
but changes are proposed anyway. It is 
understandable that this may suit the 
convenience of government; improbable 
that it would serve the public interest.

‘Cool vo in 
Hot Seats’

RIME Minister Heath’s first days in 
4 _ office have been a rare national 
experience. The phenomenon of change 
of government comes only once in a long 
while: the comings 
and goings in White- ~ 
hall, the speculation 
about the new gov- 
ernment's intentions, 
the first signs of its 
character, the. post- 
mortems of the 
losing party. These, 
the elements of 
change of govern- 
ment, give rise to an 
air of expectancy, 
accompanied by some apprehension and 
exhilaration. 

Twice, including the election of 1945, 
the United Kingdom electorate has made 
the switch from a fundamentally free 
_enterprise_party_and back to a_funda- 
mentally socialist party — four thorough 
house cleanings. 

Not unti) 1972, nearly a decade after 
the last Conservative government of 
John Diefenbaker, are Canadians likely 
even to have an occasion to change the 
ruling party. .And no change of party, 
except perhaps a federal NDP govern- 
ment, is likely to offer Canadians such, a 
sweeping change in national direction as 
the Conservatives are now offering ‘to 

“Britain. 

No wonder the country has paused for 
breath while the new administration 
settles into office, as if resting before a 
long hard race. Ahead lie, in part, a 
systematic rationalization of government 
departments, a new pension scheme, a 
new education philosophy, commercial 
radio competing with state-owned BBC, 
new defence commitments,-the scrapping 
of some state agencies, less state 
intervention in industry, a_ simplified 
taxation system, lower taxes, legislation 
dealing with labor relations, 


Honeymoon Waning 


Already, with completion of the Heath 
administration, first reaction from the 
interests most directly affected and. the 
defeated parties, has demonstrated the 
fragile surface of government popularity. 
‘The honeymoon is beginning to end. 

But one clear impression the ‘country 
must take from its period of adjustment 
is that while men may come and go, the 
problems remain. Neither the threat of a 
national’ dock strike nor the warnings 
from the unions have ceased with the 
election. Inflation and the cost of living 
continue to inflate and the records 
reportedly confirm the new prime 
minister’s. gloomy forecasts about eco- 
nomic difficulties. 

In these circumstances, it must be 
heartening both to the new ministers and 
the country, that they begin life together 
with goodwill and optimism. Mr. Heath's 
cabinet appointments have been favor- 
ably received. The spirit of the day was 
captured in the pictures of Sir Alex 
Douglas-Home, strolling, quietly but 
purposefully through St. James’ Park-to 
the foreign office again. That, it seemed, 
was where he belonged. : 

But no sooner was he there than he 
was in “the. hot seat."” The Mess 
reported that he was about to resume 
sale of arms for defence purposes to 
South Africa, ending the Labor embargo. 
There were warnings about that and 
predictions of more warnings, including 
one from Canada, a co-sponsor of the 
1963 United Natidns resolution banning 
the sale of all arms to South Africa, 

The government initially at least was 
following the pattern set out by Mr. 
Heath before the election when he said 
he wanted a fresh approach to the taking 
of decisions. 

Similarly, Robert Carr responded to 
the expected union resolution to oppose 
legislation interfering in collective bar- 
gaining, one of the’ Tories’ first 
priorities. Name the day, and we will 
talk, he said. Mr. Carr was thus classi- 
fied as a cool man in a hot seat. 

Christopher Chataway, the amateur 
“four-minute miler” and former broad- 
caster, was appointed minister of posts 
and telecommunications. Overnight he 
~berame the.man in the hot seat from 
which he would have to introduce 
commercial radio. ! 


“Ports Problem °°" 


The Times interviewed John Peyton, 
the new transport minister. He declared 
his main problems to be the ports, the 
railways, the environment and “accom- 
modating an ever larger number of 
motor. vehicles.’ The Times thereupon * 
decided that--he, too, had a hot 
seat. In fact the entire Heath cabinet 
may consist of “cool men in hot seats. 

Mr. Heath has established fewer seats 
to be hot. His administration stands at 84, 
ministers, junior ministers and parlia- 
mentary secretaries, compared with 101 
in the former Wilson administration. In 
the process of cabinet building alone he 
saved more than $200,000 in salaries and 
a further sum in administration costs. 

He also honored a Conservative 
manifesto promise: “"There has been too 
much government: there will be less. We 
will reduce the number of ministers. We 
will reduce the number of civil ser- 
vants.” There are 18 ministers in’ Mr. 
Heath's “tabinet instead of 21 in the 
Wilson cabinet. 

In the defence department there is a 
sign of the Heath reorganization taking 
place. There will be only ohe deputy to 
tte chief minister, Lord Carrington, 
instead of two under Labor. But Mr. 
Heath has ye Teeny three junior minis- 
ters, one in charge of each of the three 
_services, ensuring each a strong voice. 

These changes are only the beginning 
but the beginning must lead the country 
to expect that the Heath government will 
offer a new style to meet old problems 

\_and new. 


There is an anguishing dilemma in the 
décision of a court martial last week that a 
21-year-old Marine private was guilty of the 
premeditated _murder—of—nine-Vietnamese 
children and three women. in February. The 
young man was séntenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

According to the government, the Marine 
‘was & member of a “killer team” which shot 
down the unarmed women and children as 
they: huddled together in the village--of 
Sonthang crying and screaming. “This was 
not war,” the prosecutor told the court 
martial, “‘this was murder,” 

In his defence, - the Marine said. he 
believed bis squad was. under attack by the 
Viet Cong when he fired, that he acted under 
orders and in self defence, and he added, 
after the verdict: “I had no intention of 
killing anyone, People got in the way when I 
fired. It was unavoidable; I’m sorry.”* 


Testimony at the trial indicated that the 


team trader (whic is to be tried also) ordered 


his men to shoot the women and children. 
But the'military judge ruled that-a-marine-is 
@ “reasoning agent” who must “exercise 
judgment in obeying orders.” 

This recognition of individual responsi- 
bility is traditionally American. The killing 


was inexcusably atrocious and deserving of 
severe punishment. And few Americans 
would wish to have their country’s reputation 
among the nations of -the—world—stained—by- 
any -seeming -condonation. of such barbarous 
conduct, 

Nevertheless, there are considerations 
Which dictate a degree of sympathy for this 
unhappy youth condemned at the very 
beginning of his manhood to spend the rest of 
his life in confinement. 


He. was sent, In uniform, to engage an 
enemy whose troops are indistinguishable 
from civilians, whose women and children 
sometimes participate in setting mines and 
traps and ambushes for American fighting 
men,. and an enemy, moreover, capable of 
terrible cruelty and known to employ terror 
as a tactic of war. Perhaps he had seen his 
own companions die because they delayed a 
moment for inquiry instead of shooting first. 

And undoubtedly he had seen how 
carelessly and indiscriminately death is 
distributed among soldiers and: civilians, 
some enemies, some friends, by the bombing 
and napalming of Vietnamese villages. He 
was not in a situation where life is highly 
regarded. 

And 21, one ‘must acknowledge, is not an

age at which young men always reach 
ripeness of judgment. Some are sfil] callow 
and unstable and subject to“ emotional 
outbursts. They cannot be released from 
responsibility on this account, of course. But 
it may be that the fact deserves considera- 
tion. That some will break under stress and 
go berserk seems absolutely predictable. 


Finally, moreover, there is a’ fact that 
simply cannot be left out of consideration — 
the ‘fact that the peculiar character of the 
Vietnam war was. not entirely of this young 
man’s choosing. He was sent there and told 
by men older and wiser than himself to kill. 
Since the men who sent him there and told 
him .this are representatives of all of us, the 
idea suggests itself p inescapably that 
we all bear some meas’ of responsibility 
for his terrible crime. 


Primitive peoples of ancient times had an 
ingenious method, perhaps-as-efficacious~as 
any other mode of punishment, for dealing 
with cases of collective guilt. They chose a 
Scapegoat —-.an animal or person on whose 


head the sinse of the people were symbolically 


heaped and who was then sacrificed. or 
driven -into the wilderness in a ceremony 
symbolic of dispelling the evils. It did not 
work-out-teo badly, -except-from—the narrow. 
point..of view-of the scapegoats. Often, the 
gods appeared to be propitiated by it. 


In a certain sense, the unfortunate Marine 
private convicted in Vietnam serves as a 
scapegoat for other Americans in Vietnam 
who may have-killed women-and children but 
who were not observed or accused. One 
fears, at any rate, that he and the others in 
his particular group at Sonthang, and the Gls 
charged with indiscriminate killing at Mylai, 
were not alone in their violation of the rules 
of war..And one cannot escape a feeling that 
an example is being made of: these ‘culprits 
for the sake of cleansing the nation’s name 
and to expiate a collective shame. 


This is not to say that scapegoating is a 
bad practice; it has mahifest uses, It is 
simply to say that the method of sélecting 
the scapegoat may seem inequitable and 
inadequate for purposes of propitiation, If it 
is true that those who sent the’ young.Marine 
into. the situation where he behaved so 
brutally share his guilt, an additional 
scapegoat ‘might properly be selected from 
among them. :

“This could be done in a very fair and 


evenhanded way by, say, putting into a large 
drum capsules containing 365 dates and into 
another-drum: slips numbered-1-through 365. 


AS Soon as a birthdate is drawn from the

Tt is quite true, as the court martial 
declared, that a Marine is a “reasoning 
agent’’ who must “exercise judgment in 
obeying .orders.”’ But  it-is hardly less true 
that a govéfnment representing a free people 
is a “reasoning agent” too —.and one that 
must exercise judgment in issuing orders,

Peru Indian Awakening 


To Heritage 


LIMA, Peru — In the»bleak, 
cold Andean highlands of 
northern Peru, many Indians 
are still hiding their injured 
and orphaned, according : to 
missionaries, a month after 
the devastating earthquake 
there. 

Some of the Indians are 
being hidden because of tra- 
ditional fear and distrust of 
Spanish-speaking people, 
others because of the unusu- 
ally strong family ties that 
have helped the _ Peruvian 
Indian survive more than four 
centuries of European dom- 
ination, 


The missionaries, who have 
been working with relief 
teams and who were inter- 
viewed here, also report that 
many of the survivors are 
suffering from a lack of the 
alcohol and narcotics long 
used to deaden hunger, cold 
and pain. 


Distrust Outsiders 


Roman Catholic and Protes- 
tant missionaries active in the 
region doubt. that broadcasts 
of ‘government guarantees of 
protection for orphans will 
influence the Indians to allow 
medical and other aid work- 
ers to assist them. 


Their distrust of outsiders 
is based in part on the fact 
that it is still common here to 
obtain Indian children in rural 
areas by ruse and to raise 
them as servants. Only in 
recent years, indeed, has the 
practice of using Indians as 
beasts of burden been dying 
out on some plantations. 

The Indian is considered to 
be less than human by many 
people of European stock, 
who have.thus justified their 
exploitation. The Indian him- 
self, descended of a once- 
mighty race; ‘is often 
ashamed. 

However, thanks to” “tiie 
transistor radio and to slight 
but profound improvements in 
medical services and roads, 
the Peruvian Indian is quietly 
but rapidly taking a bigger 
role in his land by the power 
of. sheer numbers, 

Today Indians make up 
more than half the population 
of 13.5 million, Their growing

numbers worry the military 
government just. as it does 
the small middle and upper 
classes.-But the Indians are 
still rarely mentioned by the 


tiny Peruvian elite when 
sober. 

“Look,” an upper-class 
Peruvian said after three 


double -pisco sours here re- 
cently. “Less than 20 years 
ago one could sit in Plaza San 
Martin and have a drink in 
the evening and not see one 
dark face. You could walk 
around “downtown Lima and 
not see any of the scum of 
either- sex perform natural 
functions in the street. Lima 
was an elegant and -lovely. 
city, Today the animals have 
taken everything over." 
Those sentiments are well 
known to the Indian, although 
he is rarely insulted to his 


face, As literacy slowly en- . 


velops him, he is beginning 
to understand his. heritage, 
heretofore only hinted at by 
the legends, the ruins and, 
lately, the radio programs 
produced by missionaries and 
the revolutionary military 
regime which took power in 
1968. 

Most Indians are now 
aware of the Inca Empire, 
the most advanced of ity 
time, which was destroyed by 
the Spanish conquistadores in 
the 15th century. The Incas 
spread their culture and 
language, Quechua, from 
what is now forthern Argen- 
tina to Colombia, though even 
they, like th@Spaniards, could 
not erase ‘all the Indian 
languages of the conquered 
cultures 


Speak Own Tongues 


While most Indians under- 
stare “or’—speak ~Quechua; 
some 2 million use Aymara 
and numerous: Amazonian 
groups have their own 
tongues. 

All told, the Andean Indians 
are_ estimated to number 15 
million. About four-fifths of 
the 5.5 million Bolivians are 
Indian in culture. Ecuador 
has more than 4 million 


and Power 


highland Indians in a popula- 
tion of nearly 6 million. 

When the relatively small 
European minority does think 
and speak about the Andean 
Indians, they tend to divide 
them jnto‘three classes. 

First, there are the Indios, 
who cling to traditional ways 
and often do not speak 
Spanish or pretend not to in 
‘order to avoid dealing with 
outsiders. They are mostly 
Tural, although many of the 
younger children move to 
town. Those left behind work 
in a hostile and lonely moun- 
tainous land, leading a life 
relieved only by weekends 
and ‘holidays, when whole 
settlements can be seen drunk 
to the point of stupor on 
chicha, a highly alcoholic beer 
made from corn, 


Chew Coca Leaves 


Many Indios constantly 
chew coca leaves to obtain a 
small but steady amount of 
cocaine, The narcotiv deadens 
feelings and gives them the 
dull look that outsiders often 
believe to be indication of 
mental retardation, 

The government, which of- 
ficially holds a monopoly on 
the production, processing 
and sale of coca leaves, 
legally forbids cocaine, 

Less brutalized than the 
Indios are the second largest 
group, the Cholos, usually full- 
blooded Indians who have 
“cut the pigtail” and adopted 
or tried to assume European 
ways. Many are rural shop- 
keepers or functionaries and 
are generally despised by all 
the others. 

The third major class are 
the Mestizos, who have some 
European blood. Many of the 
new middle class fall into that 
category, and social accept- 
ance usually depends on the 
degree of European blood as 
well -as-educational or 
economic status. 

Many a middle-class Mes- 
tizo is particularly harsh 
toward other Indians in an 
effort to try to forget his 
origins. Children are urged to 
marry “lighter.” 

Nevertheless, many young 
Mestizos have taken to study~ 
ing Quechua and make it a

point to learn of their Indian tion. The 40,000-man army,

Other nations ste nothing 
odd or improper about shop- 
ping “at midnight, a siesta at 
noon, a glass of brandy at 
dawn. 

To be fair to all, perhaps 
we should operate in shifts, It 
would also. make sense 
economically, if offices and 
pubs. and theatres and: trains 
could be used 24 hours a day. 
But work is a four-letter word 
for something best done in 
the dark.

“That Island Highway,” confessed the second, “‘has my 
heart in my throat every mile of the way. All of the major 
roads-on this Island are death traps.

Victoria Cool-Aid’ is planning to establish a local farm as 
a “back-to-nature come-~dewn for kids strung out on drugs or 
themselves”, according to the second annyal report of the 
youth-run self-help organization. i 
~The group has had’ an offer’of 38 acres, free, and the 
organizers are hoping to pursue this offer in the fall with 
concrete plans for staffing, money and.purpose. a 

The farm proposal goes aléng. witir another plan -to 
establish two hostels for youths in Victoria for stays. longer 
than now possible. 


A government agency has asked Cool-Aid to open, staff, 
and control two hostels with a three-month limit on the stay. 
Each ‘would accommodate up. to 14 miles ranging..in age 
from 15 to 25. 

Because of the heavy demand on existing Cool-Aid 
facilities at the Cool-Aid house, 953 Balmoral, and St. John’s 
Parish Hall, a : three-night-only policy has to be | strictly

Cool-Aid has come a long way since the days when all it 
had was one couch and a telephone. 

It was ‘set up on June 10, 1968, after members of 
Victoria's Youth Council examiried the facilities available to 
young people in Greater Victoria. 

They came to the conclusion that: there was a great need 
for a youth-run, youth-oriented, helping organization — if only 
because so many young people are genuinely afraid of 
turning to adult-run agencies for help. 

“Tt also became obvious that those professional adult-run 
agencies weren’t able to provide for some of the real needs 
that young people have,” stated the report. 

The fact that this organization run by 


six young people 
between the ages of 17 and 25 has 


survived for. this long 


probably indicates something about its role in society. 

The report said Cool-Aid seems to work bécause it ‘is 
easily accessible to kids. It is open 24 hours a day and is 
prepared to handle almost any emergency.

For reasons steeped in 
tradition and illogicality, the 
first thing a man does with 
his new Wife is to run off with 

her — to the sea or at least 
the seashore, to the moun- 
tains, to foreign lands, to the 
seuntry if he lives in the city, 
to the city if -he lives in the 
country. x 

All too often, this is no way 
to -a@pproach so abrupt a 
change in life as marriage. 
Though the “‘bestial’’ husband 
is only a Victorian myth and 
the:-‘‘ravenous” wife merely 


- the figment of a Frenchman's 


imagination, the agijustments 
that must be made during the 
first days of the wedded state 
are considerable. And un- 
familiar surroundings are 
often no help. 

“It's sad to relate,” a- 
British” Medical Association 
handbook relates “that the 
earliest quarrel] is often the 
honeymoon quarrel.” ° 


Dr. Wiliiam Edwards, 
author the handbook, cau- 
tions against honeymoons. In- 
stead, he recommends a 
quick drink, a night on the 
town “‘and back to work next 
day to regain a littlé sanity.” 

Yet the honeymoon tradi- 
tion goes deep and the rules 
have “long ‘been formalized. 
Emily Post, the great arbiter 
of bygone. decorum set the 
Standards some time ago. 
Typically, she was uncon- 
cerned about what exactly 
should go on during a honey- 
moon, but she left no doubt to 
who should pay for it. 

“It is unthinkable,” said 
Miss Post, “for the bride to 
defray the least fraction of 
the cost of the wedding 
journey, no matter though she 
have millions in her own 
right, and he be earning ten 


-. dollars a week. He must save 


up his ten dollars as long as 
necessary,”” 

Under only one condition 
was Miss Post Willing to relax 
her stern dictum: “If her 
father or other member of 
the family offers the use of a 


yacht or private railway car, 
the groom may accept.” 

A contemporary and con- 
siderably «more permissive 
etiquette. mistress, Amy Van- 
derbilt, still.considers that the 
honeymoon is the groom's 
financial responsibility. But 
she allows that the entire 
wedding trip makes an ac- 
ceptable gift from either of 
the happy couple’s parents. 

In fact, Miss Vanderbilt 
seems to have only one firm 
prohibition: ‘Neither partner 
should take along a pet on a 
honeymoon. Pets can be 
jealous creatures — and 
provoke jealousy.” 

The main change in. honey- 
moons is in their comparative 
brevity. Until about 100 years 
ago, the wedding trip in the 
U.S. was a matter of months, 
not days or weeks.

Rejection Feared

OTTAWA — The Diefen- 
baker administration's disas- 
trous decision to cancel the 
Arrow fighter program could 
be repeated in Canada’s space 
program if the Trudeau 
administration follows the 
same reasoning, it was 
warned today. 

Science Council of Canada 
Chairman Dr. 0, M. Solandt 
issued the warning during B 
press conference here this 
merning. 

He was asked for his 
comments on reports of a 
secret “recommendation by 
Telesat Canada Corp. that the 
cabinet reject a Canadian bid 
for building the satellite in 
favor of a cheaper bid by a 
U.S. Company. 


MAJOR INVESTMENT 


Solandt pointed out ‘that 
Canada has developed space 
and satellite competence re- 
garded by some U.S. authori- 
ties as the third: best in the 
world. It required a major 
investment. of research effort 
and money sicne the 1940s. 

“I think it would be com- 
plete madness to throw all 
that away,"" he said. 


“I don’t think Canadians 
want to be hewers of wood 
and drawers of water 
always,” he added. 

Solandt said space tech- 
nology was one of the leading 
skills offering. major growth 
potential to the future of an 
economy, 

He suggested that the Can- 
adian space community would 
be shattered by a decision 
against building the crown 
c 0 rporation's 
Canada.

I 
mean a place where you drive 


barnyard 
and. around 
to the rear 
of the 
house.

* Forbes back door 
and.are first ushered into the 
big, kitchen where savory 
amelis make you realize you 
are hungry. 

Then briefly you’re in the ’ 
dining room where “a long 
table is set and waiting. Next 
it’s the high ceilinged “‘par- 
lor” and finally you're out on 
the shady front “porch,” 
running the length of the 
house, to “sit where its cool 
until supper is ready.” — 

That’s what happened to me 
when I was in the Comox 
Valley recently and Bill and 
Rose McKenzie invited me to 
eat with them on a Sunday 
evening.

Plane Landed 
—Then Took Off 


TORONTO (CP) — Investigators today began 
a painstaking reconstruction of the last minutes of 
Air Canada Flight 621 in an effort to determine the 
cause of Sunday’s crash which killed all 108 persons 


aboard, 


The Super DC-8 jet crashed only 75 feet from a 
farmhouse 334 miles north of Toronto International 
Airport after it touched the runway briefly and took 
off again when an engine dropped off. 


It was to have made a brief stopover on.a flight 
to Los Angeles from Montreal. 


Canada’s Second-Worst 


The victims of the second 
worst air disaster in Canada’s 
history included 75 paying 
passengers, most of them 
from: Quebec and’ California, 
two infants, 22 Air Canada 
employees and a. crew of 
nine. 

“Everything was silent ex- 
cept for a hissing sound 
coming out-of the hole,” said 
farmer Sytze Burgsma, the 
first witness on the scene 
after the four-engine plane 
crashed in his vegetable patch 
at 8:10 a.m. 

“There was no screams or 
anything like that.”

British Army to Probe 
Belfast Looting Charges

BELFAST, Northern  Ire- 
land —-.The British Aftmy 
today set up a special office 
to ‘investigate charges of 
looting and brutality against 
British troops_during weekend 
rioting in the Roman Catholic 
area.of Belfast where three 
persons were killed. 

In London, Lord Bainiel, 
minister of state in the 
defense ministry, tol¢ Par- 
liament the government 
would investigate reports of 
iooting by British troops if 
specific charges were made. 
He put the death toll at three 
civilians killed and said 57 
civilians and 15 soldiers were 
wounded, : 

The victims were killed in 
street fighting in the Falls 


Road area during the army’s 
search for Catholic weapons. 

The area was quiet today 
but a Catholic member of the 
Ulster Parliament predicted 
all-out war with Protestants 
this summer. 


In Dublin, meanwhile, total 

disarmament of civilians in 
Norlthern Ireland and protec- 
tion for the Roman Catholic 
minority has been demanded 
by 
Republic of Ireland. 
_ A statement issued after a 
cabinet méeting Sunday night 
by the Dublin government 
charged Northern authorities 
with concentrating only on the 
Catholic minority areas of 
strife-torn Belfast in their 
search for arms.

The bitter complaints came 
from the Roman Catholic 
Falls Road area where. troops 
enforced a curfew and* con.

Belfast, said he had collected 
about 100 complaints of 
alleged looting and damage 
by soldiers. He promised to 
raise the issue in London with 
Home Secretary Reginald 
Maudling and in the House of 
Commons this week. 

Allegations against the 
troops included taking money, 
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tower tape recordings. of 
conversation with the pilot, 
Capt. Peter Hamilton of 
Montreal, interview eyewit- 
nesses and examine the 
wreckage. 

An Air Canada spokesman 
noted that many of the 
passengers were Americans 
returning home on the holiday 
weekend, but that even so the 
plane was not carrying its 
peak load of 198 passengers. 

“Yesterday (Saturday) or 
tomorrow (Monday), it would 
have been full,” he said, 

There were conflicting 
reports of what happened at 
the airport when the giant 
jet—a stretched version of the 
DC-8—made its landing 
approach to runway 32 in 
near-perfect flying weather. 


FIRE REPORTED 


Ground control officials and 
police were quoted as saying 
the pilot had radioed that one 
of his starboard engines wag 
on fire, and that the control 
tower. had ordered him to 
gain altitude and jettison fuel, 

But Mr. House, although 
confirming that there had 
been a fire, said it had not 
yet been determined whether 
it occurred before, during or 
after the janding attempt. 

An Air Canada spokesman 
Said there-were no emergency 
messages from the plane at 
any time and that the aircraft 
made a normal approach. 

A department of transport 
official at the airport said the 
pilot informed the control 
tower that he was executing a 
missed approach—meaning he 
was aborting the landing 
attempt and would try again. 

The plane apparently rolled 
a short distance along the 
runway—some witnesses said 
it bounced on the runway— 
and then began: what 
appeared to be a normal 
takeoff:

To Get Horse Sense 


DUNCAN Queen Mar- 
garet’s School's summer 
horseback riding camp never 
has to advertise, it’s always 
booked up by Easter. 

Over 80 chillren are regis- 
tered to attend weekly sessions 
during the one month’ they 
are offered. 

a@ They began at the end of 

June. Girls ranging from 10 to 
16 years of age come from 
Ontario, California, Powell 
River, Port Alice and other 
areas of British Columbia. 
Only one student is registered 
this year from the Cowichan 
Valley. 

The riding camp offers a 
complete horse-training pro- 
gram as well as a holiday for 
the girs,

“They are carefully super- 
vised in every aspect,"’ says 
Miss Shirley Burr, chief 
riding -instructréss and man- 
ager of the stables at the 
school. 

“Each girl is given the care 
of ore horse or pony,” she 
said. “They are supplied with 
all of the equipment and are 
taught to brush and care for 
the pony.” 

Miss Burr, .originally from 
England, has taught at Queen 
Margaret's School here for 
the past nihe years.

As a-natural-born Walter Mitty. I’m. forever 
fascinated by daredevils with’ ice-water in their 
veins and nerves of cold_steel, an affliction that 
often takes me out 'to:the Western Speedway where 
I sit high in ‘the stands — pocketa-pocketa — and 
wheel my giant Ferrari—pocketa-pocketa—to split- 
second victory. 


Trouble is that this last Saturday out there I 
invited a couple of the intrepid drivers to join me 
between races. At the risk of totally disillusioning 
you, I must say I never_in-my life met such fraidy- 
cats. 


“It isn’t just fear, it's naked terror,"* said one. “‘I tell 
you, the little old lady driver of Victoria has got to be the 
greatest threat to safe driving since the wheel was invented.

‘Back-to-Nature Farm 


By GINNY GALT 


Victoria Cool-Aid is planning to establish’a local farm as ~ 


a “back-to-nature, cogme-~jown for kids strung out on drugs or 
themselves”, according to the second annual report of the 
youth-run self-help organization. 

The group has had an offer of 38 acres, free, and the 
organizers are hoping to- pursue this offer in the fall with 
concrete ‘plans for staffing, money and purpose. 

The farm proposal goes along with another plan to 
€stablish two hostels for youths in Victoria for stays longer 
than now possible. 


A government agency: has asked Cool-Aid to open, staff, 
and control two hostels with a three-month limit on the stay. 
Each would accommodate up to 14 miles ranging in age 
from 15 to 25. 

Because of the heavy demand on existing Cool-Aid 
facilities at the Cool-Aid house, 953 Balmoral, and St. John's 
Parish Hall, a three-night-only policy has to be strictly 
enforced. 

“Most kids stay but one night, and we never see them 
again. Most people seriously interested in helping themselves

Cool-Aid has ¢éome a long way since the days when all it 
had was one couch and a telephone. 

It was set up on June 10, 1968, after members of 
Victoria’s Youth Council examined the facilities available to 
young people in Greater Victoria. 

They came to the conclusion that there was a great need 
for a youth-run, youth-oriented, helping organization — if only 
because so many. young people are genuinely afraid of 


, turning te adult-run agencies for help. 


“Tt also became obvious that those professional adult-run 
agencies weren’t able to provide for some of the real needs 
that young people have,’” stated the report. 


Tha fact. that this organization run.by six young people 
between the ages of 17 and 25 has survived for this long 
probably indicates something about its role in society. 

The report said Cool-Aid seems to work because it is 
easily accessible to kids. It is open 24-hours a day and is 
prepared to handle almost any emergency. 

They have 15 physicians, five-pyschiatrists, four lawyers,
